1. Introduction 

OPC project BGFIEND was approved in June 1949* The project was originally 
destined to perpetrate the overthrow of the Albanian government and to assist 
In the eventual establishment of a new pro-Vest government. However, a shift 
in the status of the Balkan situation In late 1949 necessitated the reeval- 
uation of the projeot with a view to limiting the major objective. 

As presently envisioned the project is directed toward three goals t 

a. Reduction of the value of Albania to the Soviets through 
harassment of the Hoxha government and undermining Communist 
authority, 

b. Encouragement and assistance to the Albanian people in 
resisting Communist authority. 

e. Creation and support of a resistance organization to be 
uaed as the hub of a liberation movement when operations pro- 
gress to that point.

The Committee's seal -monthly newspaper Shqiperla is printed In 
Rome and has a circulation list of five thousand names. Minia- 
ture editions of the paper are also printed end used together 
with leaflets and cartoons for the leaflet dropping program 
which currently consists of leaflet raids over Albania by the 
covert aircraft at six to eight week Intertale, In addition 
to Its newspaper and leaflets, the NCTA prints a news bulletin 
at irregular intervale In English, French and Italian whioh Is 
aimed at Increasing the stature of the Committee by providing 
the Journalistic world with material on Albanian affairs that 
is suitable for use by the various press services.

An air drop program of certain scarce but inexpensive consumer 
goods Items suoh as f lour, raisins and macaroni constitutes 
another part of the 8GFIE1D psychological warfare operation. 
Thee# drops represent a logical follow-up to Roxha's refusal 
to answer an offer from the ICFA to provide foodstuffs for 
ths Albanian peopls.

With the es tablishment of the JBEDICT station in Trieste la the Immediate 
future, BOFIESD capabilities for Economic Warfare against Albania can be 
developed. To date, only preliminary act ions have been taken in the develop- 
ment of the Economic Warfare phase of BGFIEBD. 
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
